Officers escorting McCracken to 
a waiting car had to call five more 
deputies before they could push

crowd massed beside the jail. 
As they shouldered their way 
through the throng cries of “kill 
him.” “hang the skunk” and “let 
us at him” were raised. 
Authorities promptly reinforced 
the jail staff and alerted Santa 
Ana police to stand by. 
Streets 
approaching the jail were closed 
a block distant from the building. 
Found Slain 
The hull girl, missing since Mc­ 
Cracken was seen leading her away 
from a movie theater in her home 
town of Buena Park last Saturday 
night, was found slain shortly be 
fore noon yesterday. 
Her body had been thrust into 
a scooped out hole and covered 
with several inches of leaf mold in 
Live Oak canyon off the lonely 
Trabuco canyon road in isolated 
hills 22 miles east of Santa Ana. 
An autopsy showed that 
the 
little girl died of intense hemorr­ 
haging caused by multiple com­ 
pound fractures of the skull. 
She 
had been viciously beaten about 
the head, possibly with an axe or 
a meat cleaver 
There were 15 
gashes on her head, ranging from 
• half inch to an inch in depth.

McCracken was taken first to 
the grave and later to the morgue, 
where he was made to view her 
body.

Highway Begins 
To Sink Again 
South 01 City 


Fill Almost Ended 
When Road Starts 
To Drop On Route 18 


Highway route 18. four miles 
south of the city, is shifting again 
after nearly 12,000 tons of slag had 
been placed in the large cavity 
which was caused when the road 
began to sink several weeks ago. 
Contractor for the job of filling 
n the enormous hole, the New 
Castle Duntile company, was or­ 
dered to end their work until 
Monday to see if the road would 
continue to drop or stabilize once 
more. 
Alfred A. Martin, county high­ 
w a y 
superintendent, 
reported 
that late Thursday it was discov­ 
ered that the materials placed in 
the hole, about 1,600 cubic feet a 
day, were sinking just about as 
fast as 
the 
slag 
was dumped. 
Pennsylvania railroad tracks east 
of the highway several hundred 
feet, were once more taking the 
brunt of the shifting conditions, 
with the materials being placed 
pushing 
the 
tracks 
into 
odd 
shapes. 
Recommended Filling 
According to Mr. Martin, top 
engineers of the State Highway 
departm ent were called on the 
job prior to the filling, and each 
one recommended filling in of the 
sinkhole, feeling that the highway 
had stabilized and could hardly 
move any more. 
The department 
proceeded to advertise for bids 
on filling in of the road on this 
assumption that the sinking had 
ceased.

Gen. Van Fleet Says 
Latest Red Drive 
Completely Smashed

TOKYO, May 26 — (Satur­ 
day)— An American armored 
task force, pacing an all-out 
Allied offensive and author­ 
ized to go anywhere in North 
Korea in “hot pursuit” of shat­ 
tered C o m m u n i s t troops 
smashed across the strategic 
Soyang river Friday. 
The river crossing above 
the 38th Parallel cut off thou­ 
sands of battered Communist 
troops s e e k i n g an escape 
route from eastern South Ko­ 
rea where the second phase of 
their 
fifth 
major offensive 
died last week. 
Red Drive Smashed 
Lt. Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
announcing that his Eighth Army 
is now engaged in an “all-out of­ 
fensive." described the latest Red 
drive as “completely smashed.” 
Van Fleet paid a dramatic visit 
to the large American task force’s 
bridgehead across the Soyang and 
north of the parallel—a line the 
general said "means nothing to 
me"—and announced: 
“The Eighth Army is on an all- 
out offensive . . . (and) will go 
wherever the situation dictates in 
hot pursuit of the enemy. We in­ 
tend to exploit every advantage to 
carry out our objective—to find 
and kill the enemy.” 
Risky Program 
The* Eighth Army commander 
acknowledged that such a close 
chase of the fleeing enemy was 
risky but added: “The tactics of 
pursuing the enemy into his own 
territory are paying off.” 
Still below the parallel, groups 
of Chinese and North Kofean in­ 
vaders, who were by passed by the 
A m e r i c a n task column that 
speared over the Soyang, fought 
bitterly to avoid complete encircle­ 
ment. 
Allied troops however hacked 
out fresh gains up to four miles 
Friday in fierce hill to hill battles. 
The fighting raged in the rugged 
mountains flanking a major high­ 
way which slants 30 miles north­ 
east from the South Korean hub of 
Hongchon to the North Korean 
road center of Inje.

front lines. 
Status W as E stablished 
M any m onths ago the true status 
of Chiang’s force was established 
and by M acArthur’s own staff. A 
top-secret docum ent of last Sep­ 
tem ber tells the story in detail. 
The 
Senate com m ittee 
has that 
docum ent which, as this is w ritten, 
it has not yet decided to release. 
On August 5, 1950, a survey m is­ 
sion was sent by G eneral M acAr­ 
thur from Tokyo to Formosa. The 
m ission was headed by M ajor G en­ 
eral Alonzo P. Fox. deputy chief of 
staff.

and the mainland; and (2) W hether 
the N ationalist troops could de­ 
fend the island of the Com m unists 
should get through the barricade 
of the Seventh F leet and m ake a 
landing. 
Em phatically N egative 
The answer to No. 1 was m ost 
em phatically in the negative. The 
answ er to No. 2 was also in the 
negative. In other words, C hiang’s 
arm ies could not carry out a de­ 
fensive action in the lim ited area 
they 
occupied.

of 
course, that they w ould be worse 
than useless on the offensive. 
A fter Fox and the m em bers of 
his m ission flew back to Tokyo 
on August 26, they prepared their 
lengthy report. It was subm itted 
G eneral M acArthur who stam epd 
it "review ed and approved.” 
Late in N ovem ber M acArthur 
asked the joint chiefs to okay the 
use of N ationalist troops in Korea.

As was first reported in this

Now that Congress is definitely running with the ball, it is possible 
to know what direction our foreign policy will take and to nam e som e 
of the goals that w e are trying to attain. It needs to be understood, 
how ever, that the take-charge mood of C ongress does not represent 
a trium ph for either M acArthurism or Trum anism . The new policy 
borrows and discards from both the G eneral and the President. 
There is, to begin with, no disposition w hatever to take M ac­ 
Arthur’s advice and “go it alone” against Red China, much less against 
f 
ussia 
Congress, on the other hand, is dow nright scornful of the 
ruman theorv that the K orean adventure has ever been much of a 
“collective security” action. The battlefield contributions of most UN 
m em bers is considered ludicrous and insulting, and it s in this field 
that we m ay expect C ongress to exert more and m ore authority. Thus 
if the UN em bargo is not effective, w e may hear dem ands for a UN 
blockade w ith som e navies other than our own doing the shooting 
and risking the Soviet torpedoes. A lso, now that our rotation system 
is in full sw ing, there may be more definite dem ands for com bat 
replacem ents from our nom inal allies. The direction of foreign policy 
in this area is toward more help from the UN m em bers whom Mac­ 
Arthur did not deign to m ention in his address before CongreSfe, and 
the goal Is to put som e hard reality in the “collective security" w hich 
Mr. Trum an likes to talk about. 
One Very P ositive Plank 
One very positive plank in the new policy is to equalize the 
im portance of Europe and Asia in our m ilitary estim ates. Sp ecifically 
this m eans that the priorities enjoyed by the North A tlantic Treaty 
Organization w ill com e up for revision, and that the European partners 
of NATO w ill have to do more tor them selves and expect less attention 
from us. We have recently proposed G reece and Turkey for full NATO 
m em bership. W hen Gen. Eisenhow er reports back to C ongress in mid­ 
sum m er, he w ill hear dem ands that Spain and Yugoslavia also be 
included, thereby lessening jur own burden. Several Senators, notably 
W atkins of Utah and Bridges of New H am pshire, w ill renew proposals 
that the Italian peace treaty, which freezes the Italian arm ed forces 
at an absurdly low figure, be re-negotiated. 
Nobody in C ongress quite knows how w e’ll ever get out of K orea, 
even if w e win there w ithin *he next 60 days as som e Pentagon authori­ 
ties believe w e will. But this puzzlem ent has raised discussion about 
the “n ext” Korea. Do we plunge Into far-away disturbances with 
“preventive war” which is exactly what the K orean adventure has 
been? Or do we reduce our responsibilities from global to regional 
size? 
This last question is not a frivolous one. Peace, such as it is, 
prevails today largely because of tw o regional pacts. It is the Mao- 
Stalin alliance that has kept us from attacking the C hinese m ainland, 
and it is the North A tlantic treaty which has kept Russia from attack­ 
ing Europe. If we ever get out of K orea, these regional or “M onroe- 
type” doctrines are going to look pretty good. They don’t save the 
world for dem ocracy, but thev may save it from war.

More Peas Are 
Being Planted 


Larger Crops For 
Processing Soon 


WASHINGTON. May 25,—< INS) 
—Government crop experts report 
farmers are planting more green 
peas for processing this year. The 
figure is up seven per cent over 
the long-term average. 
There is a significant change in 
ultimate use, as well. Nearly twice 
as many acres are being planted 
for freezing than in previous years. 
Crop reporters also said plant­ 
ings are 10 day to two weeks be­ 
hind schedule in the area west­ 
ward from upstate New York to 
Minnesota, but growing conditions 
are good in most of the area. 
Planting In the Pacific north­ 
west has been completed and pros­ 
pects are favorable in the. Middle 
Atlantic states. 


A government soil specialist said 
today farmers in Greece, always 
short on arable land, are now pro­ 
ducing more crops than ever be­ 
fore on areas reclaimed from once 
unuseable soil. 
The progress has proved of 
great importance to a nation which 
has been striving to keep its food 
output on a level with its popula­ 
tion growth. 
Specialists helped farmers there 
gain new acres by swampland 
drainage, irrigation, modern culti­ 
vation and addition of chemicals 
to black alkali soils. 
Other improvements, familiar to 
American farmers, but new to 
many abroad include crop rota­ 
tion, hybrid seed use and erosion 
control.

—A half century ago one farm 
worker could produce enough for 
Tiimself and seven other Ameri­ 
cans. 
Today that sam e worker is 
producing enough for himself and 
J4 others, not only in the United 
States, but in lands he has never 
Seen. 
I The men most responsible for 
doubling the work one farmer can 
Jio. is the agriculture scientist. 
. The agriculture department, in 
% special report to congress, relat­ 
ed the story of its farm scientists 
over the years. It is the most com­ 
plete report on agriculture re­ 
search ever attempted 
. Between the covers, in close to 
«000 pages, these scientists tell 
Jimply \;hat they have done, what 
4hey are doing, what they hope to 
do. 
* The report is heavy', but reward­ 
ing reading. 
- It ranges from projects to de­ 
velop a machine which will auto­ 
matically 
cut and 
remove 
the 
binder twine from bundles of pull­ 
ed flax straw prior to deseeding 
•and from bundles of retted straw 
prior to scutching—to the continu­ 
ing search for a corn fiber that 
will compete in any and every way 
with other textile materials. 
Reminds of Benefits 
* The 
report 
reminds congress 
and the public of the benefits sci­ 
entists have brought to the nation. 
To farmers research is likely to 
mean hybrid com, disease resist 
ant crops, better control of insects 
and weeds. 
It means chicks and 
pigs that grow faster with greater 
efficiency and dairy cows that, 
give more milk and butt erf at. 
It 
means he can make better use of 
hts soil and forests, am} do a bet­ 
ter job of marketing the things he 
sells. 
More 
specifically, the 
report 
points out. research means an in­ 
crease of 45 per cent in crop 
yields. 20 per cent more milk per 
row and an even greater increase 
in eggs per hen. 
And what all that adds up to, 
the department says, is the saving 
of lives, assurance of ample food 
supplies and better nutrition for 
everyone. 
To many citizens it seems as 
though scientists are too theoreti­ 
cal. are too much inclined to for­ 
get the practical side of progress. 
Hand of Bounty 
The hand of science has been 
the hand of bounty for many crops, 
but, the department relates, the 
food production story' of the cen­ 
tury is undoubtedly the story of 
hybrid corn.

SHADES OF WORLD WAR I IN KOREA 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 25 — 
(INS) — Brig. 
Gen. 
Lewis 
B. 
(Chesty) Puller, one of the Marine 
Corps 
greatest 
heroes, 
believes 
that “push button war is not much 
nearer than in the days of Julius 
Caesar.” 
The outspoken 52-year-old Vir­ 
ginian 
stopped 
briefly 
in 
San 
Francisco en route from the Ko­ 
rean war to a 30-day leave and a 
new assignment. He told newsmen 
he was under orders not to criti­ 
cize any service and emphasized 
that he was not doing so. 
But the veteran of 33 years in 
the Marines pulled no punches 
when he warned against the con­ 
cept 
of 
“pushbutton” 
warfare, 
adding "we are going to lose the 
next war” unless “we go right 
back” to the rifle and the bayonet. 
' These two infantry weapons, Pul­ 
ler believes, “are still the most 
Important weapons an army has.” 
Can’t Live Up To Claims 
Air power, he declared, simply 
cannot live up to some of the 
abilities claimed for it. Pointing 
out that intelligence reports show 
some Korea rail lines still open 
despite 
repeated 
bombings, 
he 
added: 
“Somebody—not so much the 
aviators as the aircraft manufac­ 
turers—sold the American people 
a bill of goods as to what aviation 
can do. 
“From what I’ve seen, one bomb 
will hit a section of track and 100 
bombers will miss . . .They just 
put 1,000 natives on with pick and 
shovel and repair it in 24 hours.” 
Too Little Service 
He said that a lack of discipline 
and conditioning prevailed among 
some troops in Korea and that 
“our officers’ corps have had far 
too much schooling and far too 
little 
service 
on 
the 
field 
of 
battle.” He did not elaborate. 
But Puller, commander of the 
First Marine Regiment in Korea 
and later assistant commander of 
the First Marine Division, indi­ 
cated the Marines he will train at 
Camp 
Pendleton, 
Cal., will

given even tougher conditioning 
than heretofore.

New Policy On 
Korean War Is 
Being Prepared 


By JAMES LEE 
(L N. S. Staff Correipondent) 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—Gen. 
J. Lawton Collins disclosed today 
that a new policy on the Korean 
war is now being prepared and a 
“definitive new directive” will be 
issued to Gen. Ridgway “shortly.” 
The Army’s chief of staff made 
the disclosure in testifying before 
the Senate MacArthur committee. 
Sen. Saltonstall (R) Mass., de­ 
clared the State and Defense De­ 
partm ents have not gotten togeth­ 
er on an ultimate Korean objective 
and declared that “even now there 
is no affirmative course” on mili­ 
tary operations. Collins repled: 
“Those are in the course of 
preparation right now, Senator.” A 
few minutes later Collins said: 
"The point I make is that the 
instructions 
under 
which 
Gen. 
Ridgway is operating are 
now 
being reviewed by the joint chiefs 
of staff and a definitive new di­ 
rective will be issued to him short­ 
ly.” 
Collins testified U. S. military 
leaders 
are 
“quite 
convinced” 
that some of the planes used by 
the Chinese Communists in the 
Korean war are “flown by Rus­ 
sians”. 
He declared the United Nations 
forces have begun a new offen­ 
sive in Korea and the Chinese 
Reds “are in retreat.” 
Before drawing from Collins the 
news that a new directive is about 
to be issued, Saltonstall declared 
that as late as March 15 the State 
and Defense Departments had no 
agreement on an affirmative Ko­ 
rean objective.

T hat has been a high-sounding 
axiom ever since Cervantes set it 
down in “Don Q uixote”. 
But it 
ia fallacious, im m oral, m isleading 
and deceitful. 
H onesty is not the best policy: 
honesty is the only policy, and th e 
sooner the old saw is m ended to 
th is effect, the few er public offi­ 
cials will languish in durance vile 
— perhaps. 
It is doubtful if even 
Madison Square G arden could hold 
all the public figures now convict­ 
ed or serving tim e for lying. 
Don’t W ant Any C redit 
If 
the 
maxim 
is 
eventually 
am ended, I don't want any credit. 
It 
should 
go, 
posthumously, 
to 
papa. 
He was the rugged indi­ 
vidualist who faced up to C er­ 
vantes and the third grade school 
teacher in Caldwell, Idaho, and 
rew rote the old saw for home con­ 
sum ption. 
In those far-off days, they taught 
penm anship and high moral pre­ 
cepts by making us third graders 
copy in faltering script such varied 
truism s as “sweet mercy is nobil­ 
ity ’s true badge" and “poverty is 
no sin". 
So one day when I was dragging 
my feet at my homework, papa 
glanced over my shoulder and saw 
th at I was w riting, for the 89th 
tim e, “honesty is the best policy”. 
“The Only Policy" 
Papa insisted that I start all over 
again and w rite "honesty is the 
only policy”. 
That began his p ri­ 
vate w ar w ith Miss G rant, the 
third grade teacher. 
Because Miss 
G rant fired the paper right back. 
When papa m arched up to the 
Lincoln school to confront Miss 
G rant, the battle was joined. 
His 
argum ent 
w ent 
som ething 
like 
this: 
* 
“I do not w ant my child taught 
.th a t honesty is the best policy. 
I want it pounded into her thick 
little skull that honesty is the only 
policy. 
Elem ent of Choice? 
“If you say that honesty is the 
best policy, it im plies th at there 
are oth er policies and that there 
is an elem ent of choice in the 
m atter. 
But th ere is no choice. 
E ither you 
are 
honest or 
you 
aren’t. 
You can’t be ‘a little bit 
honest’ w ithout being equally dis­ 
honest at the same tim e.” 
In sum m ing up. papa delivered 
his coupe de grace. 
“It’s this way. Miss G rant." he 
said, “th ere is no such thing as 
'a little garlic’ or ‘a little honesty’. 
E ither you refrain from either or 
you go whole hog.” 
Stuck By Honesty 
Miss G rant stuck by Cervantes, 
but papa stuck by honesty, and 
eventually he wore her down. 
I 
was perm itted to w rite "honesty 
is the only policy’’ and so w ere my 
sister and my brother, when they, 
in turn, m ade third grade 
“ If they 
told Miss 


or mine or C ervantes’ fault. They’ll 
have done it on their own." 
I don’t w ant to seem haughty 
about the m atter but none of us 
have ever been in jail— although 
th ere is yet tim e. 
None of papa’s 
children has ever been caught ly­ 
ing to a grand jury, a congression­ 
al com m ittee or a duly constituted 
court. 
At the risk of being stuffy, I 
would like to point out th at the 
same cannot be said for A lger Hiss 
and W illiam Rem ington, who w ere 
somewhat less than frank about 
their com m unist connections; or 
about Gen Benny Myers, who got 
conked not only for .perjury but 
for 
subornation 
of 
perjury; 
or 
about John M aragon, the five-per­ 
center of W hite House fame. 
If “honesty is the only policy" 
had ever bene beaten into the 
head of Jam es J. M oran, form er 
New' York deputy 
fire 
commis­ 
sioner, 
and 
into 
the 
skull 
of 
Brooklyn policy king Louie W eber, 
perhaps both would not now be 
under sentence to five years in 
jail and a $2.000 fine each. T hat 
is the sentence they drew when 
convidted of lying to the K efauver 
committee. 
I would like to see papa s reform 
sweep the country, to wit: Honesty 
is the only policy 
And while the 
politicians and public officials are 
out back w riting this 100 tim es in 
their copy-books. I have Another 
idea 
W hat about having them copy— 
say. a thousand tim es—“ poverty Is 
no sin?”

as possible to make the w ork of 
killing easier for the m atadors 
who 
em ploy 
them , 
som etim es 
cripple the animals. 
T here is a set of strict regula­ 
tions governing the use of the 
picador's lance to prevent abuses. 
The picador Is essential to the 
sacraficial cerem ony of bullfight­ 
ing because w ithout his w ork on 
the bull’s powerful neck m uscles 
the task of the m atador would be 
rendered virtually impossible. 
But the C atalonians are d eter­ 
m ined th at the rules of sports­ 
m anship be observed. They believe 
that healthy fines will discourage 
the picadors from trying to m aim 
the anim als.

69,276, an increase of 2.460 over 
the latest figure reported by the 
Defense Department. Of this total, 
he said, 10.680 were killed. 
Bradley’s total was up to date, 
whereas the department's reports 
lag several weeks to permit next- 
of-kin to be notified 
Bradley reported that non-battle 
casualties—including 
men 
w ho 
were treated for such ailments as 
colds, denistry and other minor 
troubles—total 72,679. Of the non­ 
battle casualties. 612 have died of 
pneumonia, accidents and other 
causes 
The General testified figures up 
to February 2 showed 
85 per 
cent of the non-battle casualties 
returned to duty. Bradley said his 
report, up to date as of yesterday, 
showed 13,349 missing in action. 
Asked how many of these would 
be found dead, he replied: 
“That would be pretty hard to 
gay. In fighting the Germans we 
usually got back a very large per­ 
centage of them. In fighting the 
North Koreans I am afraid the 
percentage we get back will be 
much smaller.”

Rates For Mail 
WASHINGTON. May 25.—<INS) 
—A House committee on Thursday 
approved increases in special Post 
Office services including an eight 
cent hike in Special Delivery rates. 
The Post Office committee okay­ 
ed all the postmaster general’s 
recommendations, which include 
increases in the cost of insurance 
rates, Registered Mail rates, fees 
and special handling. 
The increases are designed to 
bring in an extra $28,973,000. 
The Special Delivery rate for 
letters goes up from fifteen cents 
to twenty three cents. The commit­ 
tee indicated this is the last in­ 
crease to be acted upon before it 
votes on the bill and sends it to 
the House floor. Total rate hikes 
now approved amount to $126,- 
672,522.

Tuttle, who has been in the 
movie business for 30 years, also 
gave the House un-American ac­ 
tivities committee the names of 
39 persons he said he knew as 
fellow Communists. All but four 
had been named by previous wit­ 
nesses. 
Four New Ones 
These four were Sonya Dahl 
Biberman, wife of artist Edward 
Biberman; Mrs. J. Edward Brom- 
berb, wife of the character actor; 
writer Maurice Clark and Eva 
Shafron, whom Tuttle described as 
a party functionary. 
Tuttle said he gave the party 
four percent of his income al­ 
though he paid only nominal dues 
during his early years as a Red. 
He said he made no account and 
subsequently took the loss in pay­ 
ing his income taxes. 
The director, who said he was 
a party member from 1937 to 1947, 
testified that he had been thinking 
a long time about listing the 
names of those he knew in the 
party because he believes “there

tion was introduced in the Senate 
dufing a brief session early today 
scheduled primarily to adopt two 
emergency fiscal numbers.

Yosko (D) Northampton, the pack­ 
age called for establishment of a

Yosko also proposed legislation

U.S. Officials 
Suspicious Of 
Peace Rumors

WASHINGTON, May 2.—United 
States officials are deeply sus­ 
picious of the “peace feeler” rumor 
now being spread to indicate a 
Chinese wish to settle the Korean 
fighting. 
These rumors started about two 
weeks ago.

But 
they have not died. 
The firmest rumor came from a

Teacher Heads 
For Thailand 


PARISj— (INS)—A science teach­ 
er from Missouri has set out with 
a kit of tin cans, strings, corks, 
burned-out electric bulbs, razor 
blades and empty food jars for 
Thailand—to teach the Thailand­ 
ese science. 
He is Ellsworth Obourn, of the 
John Burroughs school at Clayton, 
Missouri. He is part of a UNESCO 
team of teachers being sent to j 
Thailand to alleviate a shortage j 
of teachers there. 
Besides being considerably less 
expensive, 
Mr. 
Obourn claimed 
that home-made devices may help 
pupils grasp scientific principles 
more easily than elaborate labora- 


tory equipment they do not flhder- 
stand. 
“Take a light bulb for example,'• 
Obourn said, “once you file off the 
base, you may convert it into a 
thermometer or a laboratory flash. 
A simple tin can clearly demon­ 
strates the principle of pressure 
once you have bored holes at dif­ 
ferent levels in its side and filled 
it with water.” 
With this idea in mind. Mr. Ob­ 
ourn developed a kit of laboratory 
apparatus, valued at $5 and avail­ 
able in any five-and-ten cent store. 
Obourn also intends to profit by 
his experience in Thailand. He re­ 
marked:

where applied science may mean 
the difference between survival 
and non-survival.”

SUPPLIES 
Check your 
freezing supplies 
now so you will not run short 
during the freezing season. 
It is wise economy to use good 
quality 
airtight 
moisture-proof 
packages that 
will 
protect the 
flavor and quality of fruits and 
vegetables you freeze- 
Use con­ 
tainers of a size suitable for serv­ 
ing your family because all thawed 
foods should be used f t once and 
never refrozen. 
Packaging materials that are in 
good condition can be used a sec­ 
ond or a third time. 
For example, 
plastic liners or bags can be used 
as long as there are no air holes. 
To test for holes, put water in the 
bag. 
If it holds water, you can 
tise the bag again. Heavily waxed 
paper cartons are all right to use 
again if there are no cracks in the 
wax to let in air. 
You can repair 
the cracks by painting them with 
melted paraffin. 
Start buying your sugar supply 
now for freezing instead of wait­ 
ing until the fruit is ripe. Buying 
ahead in an orderly manner is not 
boarding but good economy and 
management. 
Having 
sugar on 
hand you can help ease transporta­ 
tion and present a local shortage 
such as happened last year. 
The 
total sugar supply is plentiful, but 
shortages may occur if there is 
heavy buying during the peak of 
the food preservation season.

Higher Salaries 


For Teachers In 


State Proposed 


HARRISBURG, May 25— (INS) 
Higher salaries for teachers— 
and a 46 million dollar increase in 
subsidies to pay the bill—are pro­ 
posed in legislation in position for 
house action when the General As­ 
sembly reconvenes June 4. 
The house education committee 
also approved a flat $400 a year 
raise for each of the state’s 60.000 
teachers but slashed 20 million 
dollars from the proposed 66 mil­ 
lion increase in subsidies to school 
districts. 
A- $2400 minimum salary was 


approved in line with recommen­ 
dation of the Pennsylvania State 
Education 
Association. 
Present 
minimums are $2000 for teachers 
with standard and college certifi­ 
cation and $2200 for those with 
masters degrees. 
Higher state-mandated salaries 
would apply to all classifications. 
Annual 
increments 
of 
$200 
would boost teachers with stand­ 
ard tertlfication to a maximum of 
$4000 a year, college certification 
$4400 and masters degrees $4800 
Current Salaries 
Current maximum salaries in the 
same 
classifications 
are 
$3400, 
$3800 and $4000. 
Minimums are 
$200 a year higher in Philadelphia 
and Pittsburgh although top wages 
are the same. 
A 93 million dollar increase in 
state subsidies for the 1951-53 bi­ 
ennium had been proposer orig­ 
inally in a PSEA-endorsed bill. 
Of this amount, 27 million dol­ 
lars was mandated by the General 


Assembly in 1949 for allocation in 
thè 1951-53 biennium, leaving 66 
million to be obtained. 
The education committee lopped 
approximately 20 million from this 
figure, 
according to 
W. Stuart 
Helm iR> Armstrong, one of the 
sponsors of the bill. 
Since Gov. 
John S. Fine recommended 20 mil­ 
lion for subsidies in his budget 
there would remain 26 million dol­ 
lars to be found. 
The committee suggested sub­ 
sidy payments on an equalization 
base of $3850 per teaching unit 
during the 1951-52 school year. 
The PSEA-endorsed bill asked for 
a leap from $3450 to $4200. 
The amount of subsidies paid 
to school districts is gauged by the 
amount of school taxes collected 
locally. 
The 
equalization 
base 
serves as a maximum the state will 
provide.

DUBLIN—(INS)—Famous stunt 
expert Reg Kavanagh of Dublin 
is planning to perform the most 
reckless feat of his thrill-packed 
life. 
He is to attempt to make a 
world-record parachute jump of 
40,000 feet—over seven miles— 
before pulling the ripcord and glid­ 
ing down to safety. 
But this proposed delayed para­ 
chute drop is no stunt to Kava­ 
nagh. 
He will make the attempt 
because he is angry with the Rus- 
stuns 
Kavanagh,

become 
known as “The Man Who Can’t 
Die’’, claims he set the world’s de- 
layed-drop parachute jump in 1938 
with a fall of 32.400 feet. 
But now the Soviet authorities 


claim to have beaten Kavanagh’s 
record. 
They say that a Russian 
airman dropped 35,000 feet with­ 
out parachute help during World 
War II “under conditions of secre­ 
cy”.This has upset Kavanagh, who 
is now determined to top the Rus­ 
sian feat. 
“There will be no secrecy about 
my world record jump,” said Kav­ 
anagh. "It will take place at Nice, 
southern France, later this year, 
and I am starting to train right 
now.”
